fterhaps the cHizens of 


that municipality do not know how 
much the city owes. In auch cities 
it may be possible for them to carry 
the debt along by renewal and ex- 
tension, but it is not possible in those 
of this commonwealth. This coming 
year we have maturing $80,000. We re 
fund by special act of the legislature 
$30,000, leaving $30,000, or tout dollars 
on a thousand to meet that maturing 
debt of next year. So it would be 
an easy matter to reduce the tax rate 
four dollars on a thousand, bringing 
it down to $14 or $15 on a thousand, 
if we didn't have a maturing debt to 
pay; and .it no interest, we could 
bring it down to $12. And do you be 
lieve the citizens of North 
Adams 


would have any l»ss enterprise and 
get up and get, and get ahead of 
other people, if they had a good deal 
lower ,rate of taxation or even if they 
had no debt? I don't believe so. 


Now, 
it is not a great affair for a 


man who lives in this city and has a 
comfortable income, who is able to 
take good care of his family and have 
a little balance in the savings bank, 
it is not much of a burden to him to 
go up to city hall and pay his taxes. 
He . feels he has had value received 
for all the protection the City has 
given him, protection of life and prop 
erty. But do you know we have in 
this city, probably, though I have 
not counted them, more than a thou- 
sand homes that are repr^essnted by 
a mortgage in our savings' banks. If 
the tax rate is a dollar or more 
less, they appreciate it, for they can 
lay aside a little more to reduce that 
mortgage. Why should we reduce the 
debt now? Why should we not go 
on and spend just as much in the way 
of permanent improvements as during 
the first four years of the city? Tou 
see, gentlemen, as far as the maturing 
debt is concerned, we must pay it. 


And we want to prepare for a large 


expenditure for Increased water sup- 
ply when our Increased 
population 


shall demand it; also for a sewer dts- 
troying plant. 


Some of our people fcave been dis- 


turbed over some preliminary work 
that has been done on River street 
with a view of establishing new lines 
for River street or relocating old lines 
The lines have been 'lost and there 
has been some preliminary work that 
has disturbed some people. I want to 
say there is no occasion for anyone 
to be disturbed in that 
direction. 


Neither the Windsor company nor any 
other company ha» shown any dispo- 
sition t° take -any undue advantage 
of the city, and they could net if they 
wanted to. The city's property is 
going to be protected. 
When 
the 


proper time comes and those lines are 
located, it is going to be done by the 
city council, and the mayor has noth- 
ing to do -with it.

We must soon do something in the 


vay of biidg«s. There are half a dozen 


' badges in this city that are not what 


t'ncy ought to be, and we are taking 
a great risk in leaving them as they 
are.

Now, 
gentlemen, I wonder if you 


have heard anything about that grade 
crossing on State street, One would 
think from what has been said by my 
opponent on this subject that 
the 


present administration and all before 
it have simply ignored tlhat place. 
The fact is that every administration 
for the last ten years has wrestled 
with this question, and the attempt 
is now made to make a political issue 
of it. 
In 1889 a state commission of 


\\hich the late lamented A. W. Locke 
was a member, appointed by the gov- 
ei nor of this state to examine into the 
matter of grade crossings, reported 
that the State street crossing was one 
of three of the most difficult in the 
uimmon wealth to abolish. 
To do 


away -with this crossing would prob- 
ab'y cost this city from fifty to one 
hundred 
thousand 
dollars. 
There 


never has been an accident at this 
crossing as far as I have been able to 
ascertain. There are 
delays to be 


sure, but these can and will be ob- 
viated. We have had drawings made 
showing the injury that would result 
to the property on State street if a 
\iaduct was built over the railroad. 
Do you know they would have to 
come up State to about the center of the 
hose house m order to start it to fret 
over the track; they would have to go 
over it at what an engineer terms a 
six per cent grade; a six per cent. 
grade would be equivalent to the grad- 
ing going from Blackinton street to 
the Normal school. 
Either smaller 


loads would have to be carried, or more 
horses would have to be put in use to 
carry loads over this gracie. If a via- 
duct were built the buildings along Its 
line would be in about the condition 
of buildings under th« elevated road 
in New York. Tou know something 
of the damages which would result. 
The Mansion house would have to be 
raised as high as the viaduct. 
Of 


course the road cannot go under the 
river. Suppose the railroad b« requir- 
ed to elevate their tracks and go over 
the 
carriage road then the station 


must be raised and the grade would be 
so great that engines could not draw 
an ordinary freight train from Bray- 
tonviUe to the station, as one of the 
engineers told me that the grade now 
was all that the traffic couM stand, 
and besld«s the roof of the little tun- 
nel would all have to be cut out. My 
opponent gays that if he is elected 
that he will investigate this grade 
crossing. The matter has been inves- 
tigated for the past ten years, but*l 
suppose his motto to be, -"Investigate, 
Investigate." 


Gentlemen, I ha\« talked longer than 


I intended to, and I thank you all for 
your attention. I have no suggestions 
to offer; I leave the campaign in your 
hands.

LUC ueaiy as sent to the senate 
would be to deprive the United States 
of control of the canal in case of war. 
Especial attention was called to the 
provision in the preamble of the pend- 
ing treaty reserving article 8 of the 
Clayton-Bulwer treaty from the repeal 
provision of the new treaty. The por- 
tion of this article of the old treaty 
to which especial objection was made 
reads ae follows: 


"In granting, however, their joint 


protection to any such canals or rail- 
ways aa are by this article specified, it 
.la always understood by the United 
States and Great Britain that the par- 
ties constructing or owning the same 
shall impose no other charges or con- 
ditions of traffic thereupon than the 
aforesaid government shall approve of 
as just and equitable; and that the 
game canals or railways, being open to 
0ke citizens and subjects of the United 
States or Great Britain on equal terms, 
ehall also be open on like terms to 
the citizens and subjects of every other 
state which is willing to grant there- 
to such protection as the United States 
and Great Britain engage to afford." 


Senators Money and Bacon did not 


go to the extent of voting against the 
report of the treaty, and they ac- 
knowledge they are anxious to see It 
ratified because of their great desire 
to have the canal built. Still, they in- 
listed that the treaty as it now stands 
Is very objectionable in case of the 
•ontingency of war. 


Senator Frye, who presided over the 


meeting, authorized Senator Lodge to 
report the treaty to the senate on Mon- 
day next, in case there should be an 
executive session on that day. It alsq 
•was the sense of the committee that 
the consideration of the treaty should 
be pressed as speedily as possible in 


(the senate, some senators expressing 
-the hope that action might be secured 
; before adjournment for the holidays. 
'The committee also voted to recom- 
mend that the injunction of secrecy 
be removed from the treaty. 


Senator Bacon moved the revival of 


the amendment to the original Hay- 
Pauncefote treaty which was suggest- 
ed by Senator Davis, then chairman 
of the committee, and adopted by the 
senate. 
That amendment provided 


that nothing in the treaty should "ap- 
ply to measures which the United 
States may find it necessary to make 
for securing by its own forces the de- 
fense of the United States and the 
maintenance of public order." 
The 


amendment was roiod down viva voce.

Co.'s weekly review of trade says: 
"Current trade is of ample dimensions, 
but traffic congestion grows worse, and 
labor controversies add to the embar- 
rassment of shippers. If consignments 
of fancy goods for the holiday trade 
are delayed much longer there will be 
serious loss. 


"Although nominal quotations of 


iron and steel are unchanged, figures 
refer only to future deliveries, and in 
most cases prices for current shipment 
command a considerable premium. 


"Activity and strength are conspicu- 


ous in the markets for domestic wool. 
Concessions are not secured by pur- 
chasers, but, on the other hand, hold- 
ers grow more confident. Despite re- 
cent phenomenal sales at Boston there 
is steady buying, and stocks do not 
accumulate. 


"Cotton goods are in better request, 


but mills delay new undertakings be- 
cause of the sudden rise in raw ma- 
terial, and if it is sustained there will 
probably be a new price list of prints. 


"Footwear factories are busy on 


spring goods, many having contracts 
for some months' full occupation. 


"Staple pre<J-acts continue advancing, 


corn making a most sensational gain. 
Wheat was also sharply advanced to 
the best price of the season, largely 
through sympathy with corn, for which 
K was freely substituted. Poor weather 
for the new crop of winter wheat and 
liberal milling demands were also 
strengthening factors. 
Cotton was 


aroused from its lethargy by an un- 
expectedly low official estimate of the 
current crop.

Routine of Twenty-four Hour* at th» 


KJJttary Academy. 


There is a rule for .everything that the 


cadet does during the day. His walk and 
his bodily carriage are prescribed by reg- 
ulation. He marches to class at the sound 
of a bugle, he eats by command, he must 
be precise in the way in which he salutes 
an officer or the officer will stop him and 
call him to task. There is eren a pre- 
scribed manner of greeting a civilian. If 
the cadet is introduced to one, he must 
extend one hand while lifting his cap 
with the other. At parting he must again 
lift his cap. There is not a step he con 
take, not a word he can say, not even a 
personal matter in his day's life that is 
not in one way or another governed by 
imperative rule. 


As soon as the "police" work is done it 


is time for the battalion to form and 
march to breakfast at mess. Breakfast 
is finished at about 7:10. 
Immediately 


after it is over "sick call" rings out on 
the bugle. Any cadet who feels that he 
needs a physician reports to the surgeon 
in charge at the hospital. 


Study and recreation last until 4 o'clock. 


Across the quadrangle formed by the four 
connecting wings of the great academy 
building sections may be seen, as in the 
b,usy morning, marching to and from 
recitation. It is another period of the 
severest kind of instruction, while at 4:10 
p. m., weather permitting, drill begins, 
lasting until 5:30. 
This is immediately 


followed by dress parade. At 6:30 for- 
mation -for supper takes place. 
This 


meal lasts until 7 o'clock. 


At this time' of day our young men in 


civil life would feel veiy much abused if 
any more worx were asked of them. Our 
cadet has the generous allowance of thir- 
ty minutes for "recreation." At 7:30, to 
the second, "call to quarters" is sounded 
by one of those precise buglers who are 
the baue of army life everywhere in the 
civilized worid. Straight to bis quarters 
goes the cadet. He must now remain ab- 
solutely in his own room. The minuter 
pass in study, the time being all too short 
for the vast amount of work that must 
be prepared for the next day. If our 
cadet is phenomenally quick, he may find 
time enough to pick up pen and dash off 
a few words to the fond, anxious mother 
at home. Whatever he .does, he cannot 
turn down his mattress and make up his 
bed of even stretch himself upon the 
hard slats before the moment prescribed 
in regulations. Tactical officers or cadet 
officers are likely to pop in upon hirq at 
all sorts of unexpected times, and the 
slightest infringement of any rule must 
be at once reported. 


"Tattoo" is another call that the bu- 


glers are required to sound. It is equiv- 
alent to "get ready for bed," but it is not 
heard from the quadrangle until the eiact 
moment of 9:30 has arrived. As soon as 
be bears this call the cadet is at liberty to 
tarn down his mattress and make up bis 
bed. 
By 10 o'clock, when that tireless 


Bugler blows "taps," which means that 
all lights must be out, the gas is turned 
off and the tired young embryo general 
falls into bed, to dream again of home 
and other pleasant associations until re 
veille rasps out once more on the following 
morning.—Leslie's Weekly.

Counsel For Accused Waived the 


Reading of Two of tbe Indictments 
—Took Grand Jury but a Short 
Time to Reach Conclusions ; 


Barnstable, Mass., Dec." 7.—Bereft of 


relatives and even friends, without 
even a woman companion, Miss Jane 
Toppan of Lowell stood up in the su- 
perior court room late yesterday af- 
ternoon and heard the grand jury's 
indictments charging her with the 
mui'Jer of three persons whom she had 
been engaged to nurse back to health, 
but who bad died under her charge, 
and, according to the indictments, by 
her hand. One indictment charges her 
with tbe death ot Mrs. Mary D Gibbs, 
a second with the death of A. P. Davis, 
both of Cataumet, and the third with 
that of Mrs. fcenerieve A, Gordon of 
Chicago. All allege that the cause 
was the administration of poisonous 
drugs, 10 grains of morphine, or atro- 
phine, or morphine and atrophine to- 
gether, or by some poison unknown to 
the jury. 


For 10 minutes the woman stood 


tightly clutching the rail, while the 
venerable clerk in the fading twilight 
stumbled 
through 
the 
indictment 


charging her with the murder of Mrs. 
Gibbs. At length a kurosene lamp was 
brought in to assist the clerk, but be- 
fore he started on the second indict- 
ment, Miss Toppan's counsel spared 
her further agony by waiving the read- 
ing, and all that remained was for her 
to plead. Three times she was asked 
if she was guilty of the murder, and 
three times she replied in a low, husky 
voice, "Not guilty." 


Her counsel then asked that the state 


of Massachusetts, through its judges, 
appoint counsel for the accused woman 
and Chief Justice Mason, who presided, 
said that he would take the matter un- 
der advisement. The request will un- 
doubtedly be granted. 


When this was over and the jury bad 


dispersed, tbe woman was led away to 
her cell, not to return again to that 
room until some time early next 
spring, when she will be given a trial 
by jury 'as allowed by law, and to 
combat the evidence which the govern- 
ment in the meantime will have ac- 
cumulated against her.

officers of the atate during the past 
three months.

To those who 
waited in the corridor of the court- 
bouse for the termination of the day's 
proceedings, this lack of opportunity 
to deliberate seemed to show that the 
government's evidence mast have been 
of considerable weight and that the 
woman will have to face a tremendous 
amount of convincing testimony at her 
trial next spring.

BOGUS RELATIVES. 


Unidentified Dead Bodlei a Soare* (M 


Pro*t to Swindler*. 


"There's all sorts of ways of making a 


living, and I'*e seen many queer things 
in this line," said an attache of the coun- 
ty hospital, "but the strangest of all is 
that of being a 'fake relative.' 
Don't 


know what that is, hey? Well, neither 
did I until I came here, but it's a great 
graft all the same, and it gets the money. 


"We are continually receiving at the 


morgue here the bodies of unidentified 
men and women. Death is frequently the 
result of suicide or accident. In either 
case the newspapers print a pretty fair 
description of the remains, v-hich is fur- 
nished by the morgue authorities in the 
hope that it will bring in some relative 
to identify the body and thus save the 
county expense. 


"Then the 'fake relatives' get in their 


work. There is a lot of these harpies, 
but it is seldom they interfere with one 
another. They seem to recognize the 
tight of pre-emption, and the first one on 
the scene is usually left free to work the 
claim. The 'fake relative' has studied the 
newspaper description so well that he 
can give B reasonably good word picture 
of the appearance of the dead person. 
He asserts that the body is that of a 
cousin or something of that sort and 
leaves with the avowed intention of 
making arrangements for the funeral aa 
soon as the inquest is over. 


"A day or so later a genuine relative 


shows up, and the fakir makes it his 
business to be near at band. He con- 
vinces the genuine mourner that he is a 
distant cousin and announces his inten- 
tion of defraying all tbe expenses of the 
funeral, which is welcome news to th« 
real relative. But be is a little short to- 
day, having given all his spare currency 
to the undertaker as a guarantee pay- 
ment, and if the mourner would like to 
chip in $5 or $10 for flowers or carriages, 
why, it would be acceptable.

The motion was to quash 
the v indictment, or, as an alternative, 
for leave to inspect the minutes of the 
grand jury.

HOUSEHOLD HINTS. 


The cleaning of a horseradish gratei' 


puzzles some housfikeepers. 
A whisk- 


broom is the thing. 


One of the most useful articles a house- 


keeper can bave is an ironing board cover 
made to fit the board and buttoning on 
one side like * child's dress. 


Don't, don*, don't turn kerosene into 


the stove in order to light a fire. Keep 
an oyster can full of kerosene, and when 
you want quick kindlings dip a corncob 
or two in it. 


Cracker crutnbs, it is said, will olean 


tan suede kid gloves. Put on the gloves, 
take a handful of cracker crumbs and 
manipulate the hands as though you were 
washing them. 


Mildew may be removed by applying to 


the spot castile soap shavings boiled down 
to a thick paste, scattering over this pow- 
dered potash, moistening slightly and 
bleaching on the grass. 


To clean bedticking without removing 


it spread on the stains a paste made ot 
soft soap and starch. "When dry, scrape 
it off with a dull knife, sweep clean with 
a whisk and then wipe off with a damp, 
not wet, sponge. 


Chased brasswork may be cleaned by 


first washing it in hot soap arid watei 
and then, aflcr thoroughly drying, rub- 
bing it with a lemon cut in halves. When 
it has the appearance of being clean, 
rinse in warm water, dry and polish with 
a chamois. 
Powders should never be 


nsed in cleaning chased brass. 


A Remarkable Relic. 


For the last 600 years there has been 


preserved in the Cathedral of Genoa an 
emerald vase of hexagonal shape. 
Its 


principal diameter measures 12% inches 
and its height 5% inches. This article 
is secured under several locks, the keys 
of which are in different Lauds. It is 
but rarely exhibited in public, and that 
only oa a decree of the senate. When 
brought out for exhibition, the vessel is 
slung to the neck of the officiating jiiiest 
by means of a cord fastened to both its 
handles, and he never allows it to pass 
out of his hands. By an ancient decree 
of May 24, 1476, it is forbidden to touch 
the vase or go too near it. During the 
siege of Genoa, in 1310, this vase was 
pledged to Cardinal Luc de Fresque foi 
1,200 gold marks, but it was su'useijuer.t- 
ly redeemed. A citizen o£ Genoa has 
written a hook in order to prove that this 
vessel was a gift presented to Colonir.n 
by the Queen of Sheba.

How the Debt Grew 


The first year of the city, in 1896, 


our indebtedness was increased $163,- 
750; in 1S9T, $202,333.34; in 1898 it was 
increased $44,666.68; in 1899 it was in- 
creased $67,999.99. 
The increase for 


the four years was $478,750.01, or an 
average of 120 thousand dollars a year, 
bringing our indebtedness up to $1,- 
114,250.01 on the first day of December, 
1899. 


Now, my distinguished friend who 


has been honored by the nomination 
of the democratic party for the office 
of tmayor says—if he is correctly re- 
ported—we have very little to show 
for the increase, so I want in just a 
moment to show you what the ad- 
ministrations during those four years, 
under 
Mayors Houghton and Cady, 


gave us in addition to what we had 
in the way of permanentproperty.

of l»ebt 


They put $235,000 into 
five 
new 


school buildings, and those buildings 
today are the pride of the city; and 
we don't want to sell any of them; 
$122,000 went into extension of se\vers 
they put a good deal under ground, 
didn't they? 
They put $71,000 into 


extension of waterworks, $85,000 into 
the paving of our streets, $30,000 intc 
city hall, $5,000 into the completion of 
the library building and $15,000 into 
the 
Hodgkins' 
property, 
adjoining 


city hall. Now, it seemed necessarj 
during those four years to make thii 
large expenditure *bf money in making 
our city attractive and inviting as E 
place of residence that we might bf 
a Jive city and up to the times, anC 
ready to show ourselves among other 
c'-ies of the commonwealth. 


The aggregate increase, as I saic 


before, was $478,000, and the aggregate 
cost 
of 
these 
permanent 
im- 


provements 
during 
the 
yeai 


was 
$627,000. 
Of 
course 
the 


difference was paid in taxation. I be- 
lieve we have a great deal to show for 
our large indebtedness. I haven't any 
question that an inventory of our city 
property would show up somewhere 
between two and three millions of 
dollars. 


Tim* Cam* to Cbaage policy 


Two years ago I was honored with 


the nomination. It didn't seem to me 
then that it was wise for us to con- 
tinue the large expenditure of money 
and the large increase in our indebt- 
edness for permanent improvements; 
that we bad done those things which 
were most pressing, that we most de- 
sired, and the time had come when 
we should go a little slower. 


When I came into office, or before I 


was elected to office, I believe I made 
two promises. The first promise I 
made was that I would endeavor to 
be the mayor of all the peoplei and 
not of any class. I also promised that 
it would be my endeavor to giv« this 


city an honest, economical and effi- 
cient administrtion. I believe then, 
as I do now, that the highest pros- 
perity of the city and of every prop 
erty owner, as well as every laborer, 
demanded it. How fully I have kept 
my promises my fellow citizens must 
judge. 


What W« Old th» First Year. 


The first year of my administration 


the expenses of our city were met; it 
is something in the neighborhood of 
$260,000—the expense of running our 
city. New sidewalks were built at an 
expense of $6500. 
These figures of 


sidewalks, and waterworks, and ex- 
tension of sewers, are for new work. 
Of course there is a great deal of 
expense in the maintenance of sewers, 
in the maintenance of waterworks but 
these figures I give you now are sim- 
ply for extension and improvement. 


We put into new sidewalks $6500; 


we extended our waterworks system 
to the extent of $6000, we extended our 
domestic and surface sewers to the 
amount of $25,000. There are a great 
many people who question the wisdom 
of putting so much money into sewers, 
but when we remember the extent to 
which the death rate is decreased we 
must approve of it; but whether we 
approve or disapprove we must do it, 
because the state board of health is 
watching us as a cat watches a mouse 
The state board of health has a map 
in its office and has marked upon it 
just where the sewers run, and all the 
work you do each year must be re- 
ported and you have to extend your 
mark each year. 
If you should go 


into their office, they could tell you 
mort than you can tell them about 
the sewers of North Adams; and so in 
what we have done for the sewers our 
plan has been to anticipate what the 
state board of health was bound to 
demand of us, and to do the work 
gradually so as not to receive a sum- 
mons from the board, for just so long 
as they see us doing just what we can 
according to our ability, they keep 
quiet; but just as soon as we stop 
we will hear fro mttiem. 


We paved State street at an expense 


of $4600.25; built the Beaver bridges at 
a cost of $12,000—that is our part of it. 
We purchased a sprinkling outfit at a 
cost of $2000, making $56,125 for per- 
manent improvements. This enabled 
a- reduction of $2949. Now, this is an 
insignificant sum, it is small, but in 
the right direction, I believe; it was 
a beginning. 


Record of tbe Second Vear 


During the second year of my ad- 


ministration the expenses of the city 
were met and the following work done 
New sidewalks, $6500; I don't know 
whether you know it or not, but dur- 
ing these two years we have built 
more sidewalks than during any other 
two years of the city or town, and I 
believe we should continue that kind 
of work until all our streets are pro- 
.vided with good sidewalks. •• We ex 
tended our waterworks system in 1901 
to the extent of $8600. Wesihave- done 
more in the extension of th£ water- 
works system than in any year since 
1897, and we can not make a better in 
vestment than to extend our water- 
works system. It is demanded on the 
score of health and convenience, and 
it is also a source of great revenue to 
the city. I am very thankful that we 
o-wn our own waterworks. -We put in- 
to domestic and surface sewers this 
year $10,500. Now just a word in refer 
ence to the surface water sewers. A 
few months ago there was a gentle- 
man in my office, 
a- representative 


man from Fitchburg. I said to him, 
"I do not know of a city in the com- 
monwealth that is situated more like 
our city than Mtchburgv you are 
among the hills, and I 'wan&jto know 
how you keep your hill-streets in com 
fortable, respectable condition," and 
his answer was, "We don't do it." 
Now, some of you would perhaps &Vy 
that is the case with us, and we never 
can do it; but, gentlemen, we must 
continue 'the work of extension of our 
surface water sewers up our hills in 
order to- save our streets 'and side- 
v, alks. 


We put into the paving of Center 


street and a portion of Summer street 
$10,000; we built 
the Eagle street 


bridge for $9000, ward 3 and Blackin- 
ton school buildings took $11,000, the 
alteration and improvement of State 
street hose house and new workshop 
for the superintendent of waterworks 
on Ashland street $4500, making an 
aggregate of $60,100;-and we reduced 
our debt $6650. 


More than this was accomplished. 


In 1901 nearly $13,370.44 was saved to 
the pockets of our takpayers by a re- 
duction of one dollar on a thousand of 
tax rates. 


Now for a summary: Expenses of 


the city paid; paid for permanent im 
provements, $116,225; saved 
to tax- 


oayers by a reduction of rates, $13,- 
',70.44; reduction of debt $9599.99. Now, 
while I think of it, a gentleman said 
'o me some days ago, "What do you 
mean by sayingt the tax rate has been 
reduced? My taxes today are larger 
^han they -were under the old town." 
I said, "Where do you live " and he 
told me, and you will understand in a 
moment. 
He lived outside the fire 


listrict. Under the old town a home 
outside the fire district did not have 
co pay fire district tax, but when tve 
became a city then all these outlying 
iomes were taken into the city and 
\re now part of the city, and I might 
-.ay a part of the fire district. That is 
the explanation of why his" tax is as 
arge as under the town. Those of 
/ou who have lived in the city know 
that your tax bill this year was less 
ban last year. It has been said that 
10 one was entitled to any special 
credit for this, and I don't asK for any 
•redit in the matter; I simply give 
'he facts and you can draw your own 
Conclusions; but for fear someone wil' 
?et a little credit they say it is be- 
cause the valuation has been increas 
ed, and if you increase the valuation 
of course you can reduce the tax rate 


Tax Bate and the Valuation* 


During the two years of my admin- 


istration there has been no material 
increase 'in the tax rates as I tvil) 
show you in a moment. The laws of 
this commonwealth forbid any city to 
'evy upon the property of a city a 
tax larger than $1250 to meet the ex 
penses. Above that they may levy a 
tax for the maturing debt, the interest 
on the debt, and the state and county 
taxes, but they are limited for' the 
current expense of the town or city 
to a tax of $12.50 on a thousand. When 
we became a city, in 1896, we were 
exempted from 
thafc lew until tjie 


year 1900. We had to ask for exemp- 
tion when we asked for the charter, 
because the valuation was not large 
enough; with a tax of $12.50 we could 
rot pay the expenses of running the 


city; so from 1896 up to 1899 the asses- 
sois came up on the valuation until 
they were able to raise enough to pay 
our expenses from $12.50 per thousand 
as limited by law. 


Our valuation in 1899 was 19,390.000. 


The neyt year our assessors placed 
our valuation at $12,568,000. an in- 
crease of $3,178,000. That y«ar 
our 


tax rate was $19.50 on the thousand. 
The valuation was increased to that 
point as I have said so that $12.50 
would pay expenses. Now, in 1900, the 
next year, our valuation was $13,008,000 
an increase of only $440,000, and about 
$200,000 of that was for new property; 
the other increase came from the ad- 
justment of valuations—where some 
property seemed to be assessed more 
than other property it was adjusted. 
That was the first year I came in. 
The tax that year was $19.50. This 
year our valuation was $13,370,000, an 
increase of $362,000. There was from 
$175,000 to $200,000 of new property and 
the rest came firom adjustment of 
values; and tbe tax rate was $18.50 
And to show you how much this in- 
crease of value had to do with the 
ebility to decrease the tax rate, the 
amount which came into the treasury 
from increase of valuation was about 
six thousand dollars. 


Can Reduce the Debt by $25,000 
Now, what are the prospects for 


next year? I think it is reasonable 
to expect that the debt .will be re- 
duced at least $25,000. I don't say this 
as a bid for re-election, 
but 
the 


figures will demonstrate themselves/ 
Besides the reduction of the debt $25,- 
000, we can put mtf permanent im 
provements from thirty thousand to 
forty thousand dollars. 
Now, what 


will be the tax rate for next year. 
That is the most difficult question that 
you can put to me on city matters, 
for this reason; no man can tell just 
what the needs and demands for each 
of the departments of our city will 
be, and until we know what the de- 
mand 
will 
be 
and 
what 
the 


anticipated receipts 
of 
the 
treas- 


ury from other sources than taxation 
wall be, no man can tell what the 
tax rate will be. I do not want to say 
anything Honight tha,t will nolj foe 
borne out. If I am elected, as I ex- 
pect to 
be, (Applause)—with the 


endorsement of this company of men 
I don't see how it could be otherwise 
—I say this to you, -gentlemen, in 
reference to the tax rate of another 
year. With the usual receipts from 
water rents, liquor licenses and other 
sources, I should hope to hold the rate 
near $18.50, the same as this year, and 
without impanng the efficiency of any 
department, but keeping them well 
abreast of the times. I don't believe 
in order to cut the rates just a little 
bit, we should embarrass our depart- 
ments. 1 want to see the fire depart 
ment have what it needs, the school 
department, the poor department, but 
I don't want to see a bit of extrav 
agance anywhere. If there should be 
any material falling off of the re- 
ceipts to come into the treasury from 
those received this year, no man could 
hold the rate at $18.50; it must in- 
evitably go higher, for the laws of our 
state require us to raise by taxation, 
less the anticipated receipts, enough 
to pay all expenses, all the debt ma- 
turing that year—except 
that por- 


tion which under a special act gave 
us the privilege to refund—the in- 
terest on the debt and the city and 
county taxes. We can borrow for 
permanent work, but we cannot bor- 
row for the purposes named a single 
dollar. We have got to raise enough 
by taxation to pay this, less antici- 
pated receipts and the amount we are 
privileged by special act to refund. 
Our maturing debt this next year is 
about $80,000. 
Under the act which 


was passed by the legislature in 1899 
we are authorized to refund of "the 
debt next year $30,000, so we shall 
have to pay $50,000. Now we cannot 
borrow one dollar toward 
meeting 


that fifty thousand dollars, that is 
maturing next year. If we teould ex- 
tend, and renew and carry along, then 
we could make our taxes somewhat 
less, but under the laws of our com- 
monwealth we cannot do it; we must 
pay. 
Does a Big Debt Increase Prosperity ? 


Some of you may have been led to 


believe or some one may have tried 
to make you believe, that a large in- 
debtedness was a very desirable thing 
for the progress of our city—that its 
development and its highest interests 
demanded or »vas dependent somewhat 
upon an increased debt or an en- 
larged debt. It does not seem as 
though a man ought to meet an ar- 
gument of that sort, for it does not 
seem to me there is any soundness 
in that argument 


Our indebtedness December 1, was 


$1,104,650,02. The per cent of our in- 
debtedness to our valuation is eight 
per cent; it is almost the largest per- 
centage of indebtedness of any city of 
the commonwealth. I have taken ten 
cities that are nearest the size of ours, 
and their average 
indebtedness to 


valuation is a little under 5 per cent. 
Now, gentlemen, I say this, that .other 
things being equal, men who- have 
got money to invest m enterprises aie 
going to the town where the taxes are 
not the largest to say the least. You 
may submit that question to any man 
'ufacturei in North Adams, I \\ill 
risk the answer he will give 
If he 


knows a man who is looking around 
for a place to put in a big industry, 
other things being equal he is not 
going to choose the town with the 
largest debt as an evidence that tney 
have more enterprise and virtue than 
other cities. 


Springfield is one of the brightest 


cities in the commonwealth, one that 
Massachusetts is proud of, and it has 
almost the smallest debt in the common 
wealth—not the smallest perhaps, but 
one of the smallest—and there is no 
city that can go into the market and 
boirow 
money 
cheaper 
than 
can 


Springfield. I am reminded of wliat 
a gentleman s.aid a good many years 
ago, he is dead now— when he was of- 
fering his 
note 
for 
discount. 
The 


cashier asked him if 
it 
was good. 


"Well," he said, "It ought to be good, 
everybody has got it." Now the man 
whose credit stands the best, and the 
city whose credit stands best, is not 
the one whose notes are easiest found. 
Scarcity of notes speaks well for the 
individual or city.

sand should not put us into hysterics; 
it does not me, and pehaps wou''d not 
stand in our way if the laws of our 
commonwealth were like the laws of 
some other states. In some municipal!
